‘The con- 
tention is that thé franchises for the streets 
in question have not yet expired, as the city

A Chinese mandarin decorated with 
the yellow button by the emperor stands no 
higher than does the Chicagoan with the 
Chicago button in St. Louis. Those who had 
them not resorted to guile, persuasion, pro- 
fanity, and almost every other means to get 
them.

8,000 More Are A dded 
to Big St. Louis Crowd. 


Many Trains During Deg Carried 
Throngs of Chicagons Fairward 
to Swell the Delegation. j 


More than 8,000 persons, constituting the 
Friday brigade of the army of invasion of 
St. Louis, left Chicago yesterday. Every 
reguiar train to the exposition city was 
crowded, and wherejemergency required spe- 
cial sections were made to follow the regular 
trains. 

The headquarters of the Chicago aay com- 
mittee at the Palmer house were closed at 
6 o'clock. As the key was turned J. B. 
Wheeler, who was left in charge, sighed and 
declared Chicago had returned the favor 
which St. Louis had shown this city in 1893, 
During the days that the hotel bureau was 
open it secured hotel accommodations for 
2,500 persons. 

Mr. Wheeler said last night that he con- 
sidered 72,000 was a conservative estimate 
of the number of Chicagoans who had left 
the city during the last ten days and who 
will aid in making Chicago day memorable 
at the exposition. Mr. Wheeler’s figures are 
only slightly at variance with the estimates 
tade by ratiroad men. 

Those who moved in organized bodies left 
Chicago Thursday night, with two excep- 
tions. . Buler Brothers’ contingent took the 
Wabash train at 8:45 o’clock in the morning 
with seventy-five nee The Germania 
club left last night. 

“The heaviest rush since 1893,” is the way 
that H. W. Ballou, superintendent of ter- 
minals for the Wabash, characterized the 
exodus to St. Louis.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 7.&[Special.}—The 
official funeral for the late Postmaster Gen- 


‘eral Henry C. Payne was marked by brevity 


and simplicity. It was attended by the presi- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt, the Supreme court, 
the army and navy Staffs, the diplomatic 
corps, and many officials, senators, and mem- 
bers of congress. 

The service lasted but thirty minutes, and 
at its conclusion the body was taken to the 
special train which was to bear it to Milwau- 
kee. The train left at 3:35 p. m., in charge 
of Secretary of AgfMiculture James T. Wilson. 


Many Officials Present. 

The entfre right side of the church was 
occupied by the officials of the postoffice de- 
partment, headed by Robert J. Wynne, the 
acting postmaster general. To the left ofthe 
church sat the diplomatic corps and officers 
of the navy and of the marine corps.

seats were reserved for the Supreme court, 
the admiral of the navy, the chief of the gen- 
eral staff, senators, members of congress, 
and army and navy Officers. This left the 
front pews for the president and Mrs. Roose- 
velt, Mrs. Payne, and the family and per- 
sonal friends of Mr. Payne.- 
Services Are Simple. 

The funeral party arrived a few minutes 

later and were met at. the door by the Rev. 


Roland Cotton Smith, rector of St. John’s. 
The procession formed at the transept door, 


the rector leading the way and reading the. 


scriptural selections from the burial service 
of the Episcopal church. The coffin was 
borne to the chancel by eight uniformed 
postal carriers. After them walked Secre- 
tary Hay, Secretary Hitchcock, and Secre- 
tary Wilson, the only members of the cab- 
inet who were able to reach Washingtoh 
for the funeral. 

Mrs. Payne entered the church supported 
by Charles 8. Jones and his sister, Miss 
Louise Jones, the nephew and niece of Mrs. 
Payne, and followed by a few personal 
friends. 

The service was read by the Rev. Mr, Smith 
and his assistant, the Rev..Mr. Dunlap, the 
only alteration in the regular order of serv- 
ice being 
Mrs. Payne. The hymns sung during the 
service were “ Lead, Kindly Light” and

TALK ON EPISCOPAL MISSIONS. 


Lively Debate in General Convention at 
‘Boston Over Apportionment 
of Money. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 7.—[{Special.]~—There 
was a lively debate in the Episcopal gen- 
eral convention today over a proposal 
to include offerings of Sunday schools and 
women in the apportionment of money for 
missions—that is, there fs apportioned a sum 
total that it is expected the churches will 
contribute. Children and women raise addi- 
tional sums, the former about $110,000 a 
year and the latter about the same sum ad- 
ditional, and, besides their annual gifts, the 
women give extfa money every three years. 
This extra money is the sum given during 
this convention, and which, it is now said, 
will reach $150,000, a Boston woman having 
offered to give enough to make that sum 
from $144,000. ‘ 

Some want these extra sums included in 
the apportionment. While it would increase 
the total, opponents of the inclusion plan 
gay the churches might lay down and let 
women and children give the missionary 
money. Bishop Brewer of Montana, who 
was himself the father of the apportionment 
plan, has labored for years to get the offer- 
ings included in one sum. He again was de- 
feated today, the bishop of Rhode Island 
leading the opposition. The conveygtion 
voted to keep things as théy are.

Bishop Doane of Albany presented the board 
of missions report, and George C. Thomas, 
the Philadelphia barker, gave financial fig- 
ures, He showed that while the apportion- 
ment plan is not doing all that might be 
hoped it would do, it ts increasing the amount * 
and the number of parishes.

PEACE AND THE ‘WAVY. 

‘A man may be born and reared in cul- 
tured Boston and yet be lacking in good 
taste, common sense, and patriotism. The 
Boston delegate to the peace congress who 
lugged into the deliberations of that body 
the Monroe doctrine, and who questioned 
the need of a navy for its defense, is that 
kind of a man, 

The delegate asked the congress to de- 
clare that there was no occasion for the 
United States to suspect the powers of Eu- 
rope of having designs on South American 
states, and that, consequently, it was need- 
less for this country to build up’ a great 
navy to defend the Monroe doctrine, which 
was in no danger, The impropriety of the 
resolution was so apparent that it was voted 
down by a large majority, and the meddle- 
some Bostonian was properly rebuked. 


The Monroe doctrine is a purely Ameri- | 


can question. If discussed by any confer 
ence or congress it should be by one cdm- 
posed exclusively of American delegates. 
Such delegates are the only ones who cap 
legitimately consider the dangers to which 
the Monroe doctrine may be exposed and 
the best mode of averting them. The 
foreign delegates to the peace congress were 
no little surprised by the proposition of an 
American that the congress should criticise 


‘his government because it believed a prin- 


ciple of American policy could best be main- 
tained by the construction of battleships. 

The American who honestly believes that 
the navy is too large and that warships can- 
not possibly be needed for the defense of the 
Monroe doctrine or the maintenance of the 
“ open door” is entitled to hisopinion. But 
he should not be so far carried away by his 
opinion as to forget that he is an American 
and invite foreigners to censure the acts of 
his government. Unfortunately there are

Count Keller looked round 
at his staff of aids, caught the eye of Boris, 
remembered how the young man had earnest- 
ly begged to give him a chance of showing 
what he was worth when opportunity oc- 
ctrred, and intrusted him with the mission. 
This he executed with success and without 
sustaining any harm, running the gant- 
let of the .Japanese fire both going 
and coming, and on his return was 
warmly congratulated by Gen. Keller, who 
was to receive his own death wounds, thirty- 
two in number, a few days later. In writing 
his report of the battle at the Motien Ling 
pass Count Keller did not fail to mention 
the feat of Grand Duke Boris and to warmly 
recommend hinr for the St. George’s cross, 


Grand Duke Cyril, his elder Drother, nar- 
rowly escaped losing his life when the flag- 
ship of Admiral Makharoff was sunk by a 
Japanese mine off Port Arthur, being among 
the few who were saved. He was wounded 
on that occasion, but has since recovered, 
and is now on boaré the flagship of the Baltic 
fleet under orders for the China seas. 

The Grand Duke Sergius, by the bye, who 
has just been appointed by the emperor to 
be inspector general of artillery and master 
geéneral of the ordnance, must not be con- 
founded with the monarch’'s brother-in-law 
and uncle of the same name, but is the 
youngest son of old Grand Duke Michael 
and a brother of that Grand Duke Alexander 
who is married to the czar’s sister.

Acquired Immunity to Disense the 
Controlling Factor in Sociology, National 
Expansion, Etc.—Dr. G. A.\ Archdall Reid, 
before the English Sociologital societ:’, re- 
cently made some most important and il- 
luminative stggestions as to their immunity 
to diseases acquired by races.of evolutionary 
times and struggles. The best known illus- 
tration is; of course, the long acquirement 
of immurtity to malafia by the African negro 

ces. Even yet thé ¢hildren suffer from the 
disease, but those that have succumbed have 
made the weeding out process of tremendous 
value in evolutifg a race almost practically 
resistant to the disease. Dr. Reid’s contri- 
bution to the subject is that similar iaws 
are at work as to the diseases of civilization, 
and he takes tuberculosis,as an illustration. 
The northern European races, especially ir 
the cities and slums, have been, he says; 
undergoing a weeding out and immunizing 
process, and are now-preéminently strong 
against the-disease, Stated in general terms 
Dr. Reid puts the law thus: Every race 
throughout the world is resistant to every 
disease precisely in proportion to its past 
experience of it, and only those races are 
capable of civilization which.are resistant 
to the diseases of dense populations. In sup- 
posed accord with this clarifying thought 
Dr. Reid. pours hi¢’scorn upon those who be- 
lieve in the doctrine of the inheritance of ac- 
quired characteristics. Hé even says that 
country blood does not strengthen, but really 
weakens city blood. The slums are generat- 
ing their own antitoxin to slum diseases, 
It is the fastifion of the day this railing at the 
inheritance Of acquired characteristics, and 
will pass As fashions do whén facts are 
studied. The fact of the acquirement of tm- 
munity proves the inheritance which is ad- 
mitted. It did not come suddenly as a 


sport.”

000. Napoleon got better service for $600,000. 
His economy and his practice of subsisting his 
soldiers in time of war upon the enemy en- 
abled him to effect an immense reduction in 
taxation. Before 1789, the French workman 
paid 81 francs out of every 100 he earned to 
the state and the church, and had only 19 
left for himself. Under Napoleon he paid 21 
francs to the state and kept 79 in his pocket. 

Napoleon organized the Bank of France, 
still one of the world's greatest financial in- 
stitutions. His strong hand swiftly restored 
the supremacy of the law, and order took the 
place ofanarchy. Under hie fostering infiu- 
ence the old industries of France revived 


Pand new ones sprang up on every hand; and 


the country attained a high de ogres. of pros- 
perity, In Paris, in all parts France, in 
every country that he ruled, Napoleon, in the 
at of a few years, caused the repair, im- 

vement, and construction of canals, 


Seadene. buildings, and other public works 
so humerous, useful, and beautiful that they’ — 


would insure him lasting renown-if the record 
of all his other great achievements should 
completely perish. 

The frightful excesses of the reign of terror 
had driven into exile 150,000 persons, repre- 
senting the major part of the culture and 
intellect of the French nation. Napoleon 
recalled all of them but 500, who had been 
especially active and offensive in striving 
for the restoration of the fallen monarchy, 
and restored to them much of their con- 
fiscated property. By this great act of con- 
ciliation and justice he solidified the founda- 
tions upon which his government stood and 
gained for France a body of statesmen, 
diplomatists, judges, and solid thinkers sad- 
ly meeded by a country too long ruled by 
country lawyers, such as Robesplerre and 
pamphleteers such as Barere.

Churches and Schools. 


New York, Oct. 7.—[Special.}]—The Toronto 
board of fire underwriters has decided in 
favor of the recommendation of the specific 
rating committee to reduce the conflagra- 
tion extra on churches, colleges, schools, 
hospitals, charitable institutions, and otper 
three year business one half. A flat extra of 
$1 in the congested area and 50 cents in out- 
side districts was added to all risks, with 
the .exception of dwellings in the city of 
Toronto, at the annual meeting of the board 
following the fire in April last. This extra 
has been cut in half in respect to the above 
mentioned class of business. Having in mind 
the normal rates for these risks, it is con- 
sidered that the full extra imposed is too 
heavy a burden on that class. A general re- 
duction of rates or remission of extra on 
other classes is not contemplated. It also 
was decided to remove the charge for work- 
men's risks on dwellings in course of con- 
struction. The keen competition for dwell- 
ing risks, it was found, had resulted in slack- 
ness on’ the part of some companies in the 
matter of enforcing the tariff in this respect, 
and with a view of establishing equality of 
conditions the charge for workmen's risks 
now has been abrogated entirely.

MAY LOWER SPRINKLED RISKS. 


Underwriters Will Discuss Rates Tues- 
day—New General Mapager for 
Mutual Life of Illinois. 


A 
Tuesday in Chicago, to which will be invited 
all members of the Underwriters’ associa- 
tion who aré intereste@ in the question of 
rates on sprinkled risks. The regular quar- 
terly meeting of the association will be held 
the day following, and hence it is desired 
that the problem receive some attention in 
an informal way beforehand. There is quite 
a large element in the association that looks 
with disfavor on the competitive rate sys- 
tem in vogue in Chicago at present and also 
the plan that has been proposed by the 
executive committee. This contingent desires 
to abolish the competitive rate method en- 
tirely. It would substitute a sprinkled risk 
schedule, giving rates low enough to hold 
the business without resorting to any special 
rates.9 The present system is declared to be 
inequitable, as a rate is given that will hold 
the business regardless of any special merit 
of the risk. It is thus found that in Chicago 
there are all sorts of rates on sprinkled risk# 
of similar hazard. It is stated that thereare 
forty equipped risks in Cook county that are 
now in mutuals and other nonboard compa- 
nies. It is claimed that rates can be made 
low enough by the schedule so that competi- 
tion can be met On these rates, and the busi- 
ness will be held by board companies.

MOORE-HARRIMAN DBAL. 


CHANGE IN CONTROL OF ALTON IS 
| ONLY PART OF IT. 


Reported Ac aisition of Majority of 
Atchison by Union Pacific Interents 
Said to Be Outcome of Same Ar- 
rangement—Santa Fe’s Loss by the 
Floods Will Amount to Nearly One 
Million Dollars—Illinois Central 
Puts in Lower Rate on Sugar. 3 


The recent change in the control of the 
Alton is now said to be the result of a far 
reaching deal between the Moores and Har- 
riman. The reported acquisition of a con- 
trolling interest in. the Atchison by Harri- 
man is claimed to be one of the results of 
that deal. ~The 600,000 shares of Atchison 
stock purchased tn one block for Harriman 
are claimed to have been held by the Moores, 
The fact that Harriman allowed the Moores 
to secure nearly all of the common stock of 
the Alton without great opposition is taken 
as an indication that Harriman was not 
averse to their getting control of the road. 

The report that Harriman agreed to turn 
over the Houston and Texas Central to the 
Rock Island is officially denied. The gen- 
eral attorney of the Rock Island yesterday 
stated that his road is not trying to secure 
the control of the Houston and Texas Cen- 
tral. The belief in railroad circles is that 
the compromise between the Moore and Har- 
riman interests means an offensive and de- 
fensive ailiance between their roads. 


Moores Long Buying the Stock. 

For the last two years the Moores have 
been buying Atchison stock, with a view 
of either acquiring control of that property 
or to get representation on the boaang of the 
company. Their aim was to make the Santa 
Fé the outlet of thelr system for southern 
California instead of the Southern Pacific. 

The El Paso extension of the Rock Island 
has not proved profitable and they were anx- 
ious to terminate the traffic agreement with 
the Southern Pacific and secure a connection 
with the Santa Fé at Albuquerque. 

With this end In view a line is now being 
built from Santa Rosa, N. M., a station on 
the Rock Island’s El Paso line, to Albu- 
querque.

not slow in accepting. 

It is claimed that when he found that the 
Moores were buying up Alton stock with a 
view of securing control he did nothing to 
thwart their scheme, but aided them. The 
friendliness of Harriman to the Moores’ Al- 
ton deal is shown by the remark he is said to 
have made after the Alton election, that the 
wisest thing the Moores ever did was to pur- 
chase a controlling interest in the Alton.

DUN REPORTS CONDITIONS IN CHI- 
CAGO ARE GOOD. 


Better Demand for Raw Material, and 
Many Workers Return—Iron and

Movement of Merchandise Is Large 
and Wholesale Dealings Have Satis- 
factory Volume in Staples—Good Fall 
Buying in Interior—Outlook Bright.

Developments throughout the prominent 
branches of production have been progress- 
ive, encouragement toward increased activ- 
ity being seen in a better demand for raw 
material and the resumption of forces re- 
cently idle.

affording much steady employment. . 


Steel Industry Is Better. 

With the enlarged consumption of furnace 
product and structural forms and the early 
reopening of shipbuilding yards, the tron and 
steel industry has assumed added strength, 
and this ts likely to be augmented by com- 
mitments for rails and rolling stock. Iron 
ore and fuel receipts show expansion, and 
lumber arrivals again exceed those of a year 


| ago, the aggregate ‘being 45,392,000 feet, 


against 31,868,000 feet. 

Railroad statistics testify to notable gaing 
in the movement of merchandise, aside from 
the marketing of crops, which maintain High 
volume... Weather conditions were favorable 
to the Aisposition. of Wearing apparel and 
other necessities. 

Wholesale trade reached satisfactory pro- 
portions in mest of the staple lines, the de- 
mand being strong in dry goods, woolens, 
clothing, headwear, and footwear. 4ocal 
retailers were good buyers of necessary sup- 
plies. Reports from the interior reflect con- 
fidence in a good fall trade, the agricultural 
classes being well supplied with money and 
disposed to. purchase freely. * 


Manufacturing Shows Gain. 

Distribution of manufactures discloses 
more breadth, and new business is less hesi- 
tant, while values have a firmer tendency. 
Larger gales are noted in pig fron and lum- 
ber at better prices. Finished iron and steel 
are in more request for factory needs, and 
implement, machinery, and furniture works 
are increasing their outputs. Leather work- 
ing departments are fairly busy, the shoe 
factories having more orders for winter and 
spring delivery. Receipts of hides were 
3,014,307 pounds, against 3,581,353 pounds a 
year ago. The market was strong for good 
condition supplies at high quotations, due 
to larger eastern tanning requirements. 

Grein shipments—3,582,9T3 bushels—fell 40 
per cent under those of a year ago. Local 
stocks show accretion, and with weaker de- 
mand values declined as compared with the 
closings a week ago, in wheat 4% cents a 
bushel and in corn 2 cents. Flour produc- 
tion made a slight advance, and on good do- 
mestic sales values held steady. : 


Provision Prices Advance. .__—. 
Provisions were in lessened request for 
export, but quotations were advanced, in 
ribs 15 cents and in pork 5 cents, ‘Sales of 
lard were light owing to fears of manipula- 
tion. Live stock recéipts were 825,204 head, 
against 290,914 head a year ago. The gen- 
eral demand and shipping needs created an 
improved market for choice beeves, these 
advancing 25 cents a hundredweight over a 
week ago to the highest price this season. 
Heavy hogs gained 10 cents and sheep closed 
unchanged. 

Bank clearings—$190,202,985—are 1.9 per 
cent more than those for the corresponding 
week last year. The demand for money ex- 
hibited little change, although there were 
more dealings in collateral loans and a mod- 
erate increase in the offering of commercial 
paper. The discount rate for choice names 
ruled at.5 per cent. Call loans averaged 
4 to 4% per cent. 


Invest in Building Enterprises. 

Investors continue placing considerable 
money in choice bonds and building enter- 
prises. Sales of local securities were fully 
double the aggregate of a year ago, and the 
ten active stocks averaged a gain of 20 cents a 
share.

New York, Oct. 7.—R. G. Dun's weekly re- 
view of trade tomorrow will gay: 

With the crops almost beyond danger, 
prices of securities at the highest point since 
May, 1903, and idle machinery resuming at 
many factories and mills that have been 
closed for months, the business outlook 
grows steadily brighter. By far the best 
feature of the situation is the confidence 
manifested by an increased disposition to 
provide for future requirements.
